Any time some combatant had 


"enough," he needed only to Indicate 
as much, and the crowd was bound to 
part and let him through. 
He wail 


then bnrred from further participation. 
The battle sometimes ended with one 
party or the other driven from the 
Ik-Id, but usually the decision was a 
draw and nothing but n collection of 
bruised knuckles and sore heads re- 
mained to show for It. 


The origin of this custom has given 


rise to considerable speculation. It Is 
probably due to the fact that the Uk- 
rainians were for centuries a fighting 
people. 
In the middle ages they were 


continually involved In petty warfare 
with the Cossacks nnd the Tartars. 
When the "balance of power" peace 
descended upon Europe, they seem to 
have turned Instinctively to warlike 
sports to keep alive the lighting spirit 
among the people. 
In view of recent 


developments, the recourse would hard- 
ly appear to have been n success.—

OOVINA MAN INTERESTED IN 


ABIZONA LAND PROJECT 


Mr. B. W. Funk and Mr. William A. 


F, Bravendor of tho Goldori Htato Port- 
land Coinont Company have just return- 
ed from a visit to tho Han Himas val- 
ley in Arizona, near tho Now Mexico 
line, on the main lino of tho Southern 
Pacific railway.' 


The trip was a business one for the 


purpose of developing a large irriga- 
tion project in which they havo been 
interested for some time. The project 
takes in '400,000 acres or more of land 
in tho valley and contemplates taking 
tho flood waters of about sixty miles 
of a high range of mountains, which 
will bo available from July to August, 
with an additional source of supply 
from an underground river which on 
tho surface is some six or eight miles 
wide, forming the head of the cunal. 
Tliin irrigation canal will be level on 
an elevation of 3000 feet. Tho canal 
will be fifty feet wide arid thirty mil«« 
long, naming nine feet of water. 


It was originally planned to make 


the 
project 
a 
cooperative 
concern 


among those interested in the valloy, 
but Mr, Funk and Mr. Braveniler stop- 
ped off in Phoenix on their way homo 
and took tho matter up with the Ari- 
zona legislators, and it is probable now 
that the state will take the mutter u/i 
and do the work.

Abrahfvni Lincoln ,wa8, not,, a Benti- 


mental Abolitionist. Indued ho 
was 


not a sentimentalist on any subject. He 
was n man of earnest conviction and of 
a sublime devotion to his faith. 
It was 


not until tho war had been in progress 
for nearly (wo years that Lincoln de- 
cided to proclaim the policy of Emanci- 
pation, and then he was careful to as- 
sume the power as warranted under the 
Constitution only by (ho supremo nec- 
essities of war.

liminary proclamation, dated (Septem- 
ber 2'2, .18(1:2, gave ndtice that on the 
1st of January, 18(>,'i, he would by pub- 
lic proclamation, "warranted by the 
Constitution upon military necessity," 
declare that "all persons held us slaves 
within any State, cr designated part of 
the State, the people thereof shall then 
be in rebellion against

day evening, tributes were paid by the 
pastors to the memory of former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


Glimpses 
<>'' the, life of 
the jrreat 


American were given by Ilev. C. A. 
Foreman, Rev. F. B. Cowgill, Rev, A. 
Watson Brown, and Rev. J. W. fttcr. 


Rev. C. A. Foreman, pastor of the 


Presbyterian church: "Mr. Roosevelt, 
was the apoBtlc of the square deal. He 
was the most wholesome influence that 
fver touched our body politic. He was 
the acknowledged enemy of all forms 
of graft, corruption and injustiro in 
high places and low. Ho was a tonic 
to the moral life of America. We must 
thank God for him. He was n mnn of 
boundless courage. Neither friond or 
foe ever had the suspicion thnt them 
was a strfiik of yellow in the makeup 
of Mr. Roosevelt. The only thing he 
was ever known to bn nfrnid of was do- 
ing wrong or foiling in his duty. Close- 
ly associated with his courage was his 
tromendous force and energy. Ho was 
himself tho most conspicuous example 


<pf tho strenuous life which ho advoc.it- 
rd. After John Morley made his visit 
to thn United HtalcH, some yeiirs ago, 
he said: "I have seen NitiK'mi, and J 
havo seen President, Roosevelt." There 
is no question but that he will stand 
as the most force-ful character in Amer- 
ican history, up to the prosont time. In 
his death America has suffered an irre- 
parable loss." 


Rev. J. W. Utter, pastor of the Chris- 


tian church: "One of the marked fea- 
tures of the public life of Theodore 
Roosevelt was that of his ability to 
"magnify" his office, no matter how 
inconspicuous tho official position mny 
have been before he entered it.

denly it became the most famous posi- 
tion in all the country. He was once 
defeated when he ran for mayor of

When ho began 
to urge an impartial enforcement of 
this law ho was ridiculed and opposed 
from every quarter.

intimidate him. Those law- 


breakers soon found that they had met 
their nuistor, for within a few weeks 
after ho Jind begun his active crusade 
overy one of tho J3,000 .saloons in Now 
York had! been forced to close their 
doors. Honest, t'ctirluKs, aeiilous inul in- 
tensely patriotic, whom shall wo find 
his like again! For more than one-third 
of a century his ntood in tlio full gluro 
(if that fierce li},'ht which beats against 
the throne, but after tho tost is over 
tho record is miide up and he rests from 
his labors. Tho richest legacy which 
ho bequeaths to his country is that of 
an unblemished character." 


Tlov. Frank B. Cowgill, pastor of the 


Methodist church: "Theodore Roose- 
velt was tho most forceful and pictur- 
esque personality that hus appeared in 
American political iil'e. 
Ho possessed 


phenomenal 
energy 
and 
onlhus'm.sm, 


and his versatility was such that ho 
reali/.ed in one life interests, powers, 
activities 
and 
achievements 
which 


would have done credit to several ifbr- 
mal 
ersons. 
Being highly idealistic, 


ho was also intensely practical, and his 
patriotism was fraught with distinct- 
ively American spirit. A discriminat- 
ing student of his life can noo that 
moral passion throbbed in his public 
xorviee an president of the Now York 
city police board, as governor of thnt 
groat state, and as president of tho 
United States.

Baptist chureh: "At llrst glance House- 
volt and Lincoln seem 
to 
represent 


widely separated types. Roosevelt was 
bom 
in the silk stocking district of 


what is now the world's greatest city; 
Lincoln wiis born in the wilderness. 
Roosevelt was born in u wealthy homo; 
Lincoln was cradled in poverty. Roose- 
velt wus highly educated, u graduate 
of America's most famous university; 
Lincoln received his degree in the Uni- 
versity of Hard Knocks. Roo.ievi-lt was 
buoyant, genial, dynamic aiul strenu- 
ous; Lincoln wus strangely solemn and 
solitary, in spilo of his quaintly humor- 
ous stories and his louder heart.

third of tho mileage they should; and 
probably the fabric has been loosened 
BO that they never can bo rotreaded.

"More than two-thirds of tho tires 


in use today are being abused by own- 
ers not watching to keep up the air 
pressure.

-We carried our blankets, ra- 
tions, packs, rifle, bayonet, nnd nmmn- 
flition with us. Thc trip took us a 
•month. It was tiresome, but very in- 
teresting, Thc scenery was very pretty 
and the people where we stopped at 
nights were as nice as could be to us;
